“ ate Court" which will 
enable the judged to "settle dif- 
ferences without trial" or to 
hear the case on it's merits. 

"Substantial justice between 
the parties" is provided and “all 
rules and regulations — shall 
be liberally construed." 

Apparently the authors of the 
bill have attempted to give the 
Magistrate as much discretion- 
ary power as practicable under 
Florida's constitution. 

Anyhow, some relief appears 
in the offing from the work 
of, the "eager-beaver" group of 
young neophytes with ambi- 
tions, in the legal field.

2@'ons under existing laws.

Mr. Roberts and his com- 
mittee believe, "The present sy- 
stem of occupational and retail 
licenses are a hodge-podge and 
some uniformity is needed." 


"Florida's whole tax struc- 
ture contains many inequities,” 
says Mr. Roberts, "and will re- 
quire continuous study over 
many years.” 


The Committee has been com- 
piling statistics and studying in- 
formation since the last Legis- 
lature, and makes tkis report as 
a result of these studies.

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THE STORY OF “SPREAD” 

At regular intervals the question of “spread” 
—which is the difference between what the far- 
mer gets for his crops and what the consumer 
pays at the grocery store—becomes a subject of 

.heated discussion. At present, the f s 
40 per cent of the customer's food dollar, 
numbers of people think there is something rot- 
ten in Denmark. 

Sylvia Porter, the well-known financial col- 
umnist, dealt with the spread problem recently 
in an interview with a leading authority on food 
processing and distribution. “Actually, the spread 
is remarkably low,” he said, “in view of the rapid 
increase in rates for wages, taxes and transporta- 
tion. These are the cost factors whieh make up 
most of the spread. Moreover, the services for 
which the spread pays are a tribute to America's 
mass production and mass distribution system. 
Without ‘price spread’ your steak would be anoth- 
er steer on a western range, macaroni would be 
durum wheat in the Dakota plains, cheese would 
be milk in a Wisconsin farmer's pail. Without 
spread the farmer would be virtually out of busi- 
ness.” 

In addition, the day has long since passed 
when consumers bought almost all foods in a 
raw or nearly raw state. The demand for foods 
with “built-in maid service” grows heavier all 
the time. And the processing, packaging, freez- 
ing and other techniques involved in meeting this 
demand \mean more labor, warehousing, tran- 
sportation and other costs. 

The authority interviewed brought up an- 
other point. The government's Retail Food Price 
Index is a combined measure of grocery store 
prices plus restaurant prices. The restaurant part 
of the index has increased 18 per cent since Jan- 
uary, 1953; the grocery store part has remained 
stable. The intense competition in food retailing— 
which holds the profits of major chains to as lit- 
tle as one cent on the dollar, guarantees top value 
for the food budget 

Without our system of mass production and 
mass retailing it is anybody's guess what the 
consumer would pay for food and other necessit- 
ies which he enjoys in such abundance. 
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“Tuberculosis can be eliminated as a public 
health problem if infectious carriers are found 
promptly and treated adequately.”
